EXTRACTS 
From Uwe Private Letters of a Lat: Traveller nm Europe. 
Carars,2d April. 

We arrived here last evening from Pars, after 
having ridden the distance of 155 miles in 26 
hours. As we have now got somewhat rested, 
and have viewed the fortifications of this city, so 
famed in history, and examined the baleon in 
which Blanchard and Dr. Jeffries crossed the 
Straits from Dover to Calais, torty years ago, I 
have seated myself comfortably over the fire at 
the Hotel Dessin, where Sterne staid when in 
Calais, and in the summer-house of which he is 
said to have written a part of his “Sentimen‘a! 
Jou .” The garden is a most beautiful spot 
and is well calculated to inspire sentimenta 
Lfeciings, though at this time it is too early for it 
to show itself to advantage. 

The Straits of Dover are about 24 miles across. 
and separate two nations as different in feelings, 
character, and manners, as in language. it is 
| strange that these two neighboring streams 

should have passed by each r for centuries 
without mingling their waters. 
| Dove®, Kort 3.—We crossed oves in the 
| steamboat fromC alais to-day ,and have concluded 
to remain here to-night and go on to London in 
the morning. Dover is situated between the feet 
jof two immense hills or mountains of chalk, 

which are nearly perpendicular along the coast, 
j}and present a section of chalk of some hundred 
| feet in height to the eye of one approaching the 
| city, whick is a small, level spot at the base from 
| which these chalky mountains rise. On the sum- 
| mit of one of them is Dover Castle, with Queen 
| Elizabeth's pocket-prece, which they say can 
| throw a ball to France. When Napoleon threat- 
ened to invade Fngland, a very curious shaft, or 
well, with circular stairs from bottom to top, 
was cut throagh, near the edge of the mountain, 
down as low as the level of the city, by which it 
communicated by a subterranean arch-way.— 
| This was to afford an escape to the soldiers and 
| inhabitants, in case of a defeat; for it is wholl 
impossibie to ascend the height without such aid. 
It is avery curious work, apd well worth stop- 
ping to see.

Nothing fills the mind with more solemnity, 
or bespeaks with more eloquence the brevity of 
human hfe, and the infimte fittleness of buman 
greatness, than a visit to Westminster Abbey 
and the Tower of Londen. In the former, one 
beholds, un a thick congregation, the monuments 
of kings and princes, of heroes, statesmen, poets, 
and orators, with their marble unages stretched 
in deathhke sleep over their earthly remains, 
that have centuries ago blended in undisc riminate 
fellowstap with their motber earth. W hile in the 
latter, a long array of kmghts, squires and clui- 
valrous monarchs, mounted on horseback, and 
clad in the identical armour that was worn by 
them in their lifetume, seem to greet the stranger. 
Thus, in silent review, these representatives of 
England's greatness and prowess, in different 
ages, pass before the visitor, and remund him 
bow short and iasigmificant is the life of man. 
| ‘This custom of preserving the denucal armour 
of their kings gives the Paghesh a good idea of 
many of their physical peculiarities, which they 
could not otherwise possess. The sizes of their 
persons are perfectly ——— by these suits 
of steel, which enveloped them from head to toot. 
Some of the equestrian statues are furnished 
with -the same long, tremendous lances tor tlt- 
ing, which were borne w the tournaments in 
the ages of chivalry. Among viher cunusilies 
and rehcks of antiquity, we were shown the 
axe with which Anne Bolyn, the unfortunate 
wife of the capricious Henry VIII, was be- 
headed; and a curious thing its. By the figure 
of its shape, which | here draw, you w ill perceive 
it was made for the use of a left-handed person, 
which the executioner really was. Henry sent 
to France for hum. 

We have also visited the Tunnel under the 
Thames, and been nearly half across under the 
channel of the river.

Senefelder at fir mace his discovery a secret; 
but m 1799, the king of Bavaria gave him an ex- 
clusive privilege tepractice his new art for fif- 
teen years, after wach be made bo exertions to 
keep a knowledge of it from the world. 

The art was introduced into England about 
the year 1802, and into France in 1807, by M. 
Andre, a musical composer, whodisposed of the 
secret to all who would purchase u for a givea 
sum. His first attempts, however, at printing, 
were rather unsuccessful. 

Count Lastyrie distunguished himself by his 
exertions to advanee the art. He visited Ger- 
many tor the purpabe of acquirtaz information, 
and while there, he engaged a Mr. Engieman 
to study the art at Mumeh; after which, in con- 
junction with several other gentlemen, he set up 
a hthographie establishment in Germany. 

in 1816, Mr. Engeman opened a printing es- 
tabhshment in laws, where he segm had 
presses in operat The art now assumed a 
considerable degree of importance; artists of 
ingenuity turned their attentonto it aud daily 
unprovements were made, 

Lithegrephy wastirst successfully practiced 
in America by Mr. Wilhain Pendleton, about 
the year Ita4, 

The stones are prepared for drawing by hav- 
ing their surtaces made smooth and uniform, 
The lines are drawe by the artist with a compo- 
sition made of talow, wax, shellac, common 
soap, and lamp-black, the usual proportions of 
which are—tallow,toz., shellac, 1 oa.; soap, 1 
oz.; and lamp-bhek, 1) oz. This  compo- 
sition, when uadidutd, is formedénto small rolis, 
and receives the nane of crayon or grapre chalk. 
—When diluted wth water, it is called litho- 
graphic ink, and inthas form its apphed to the 
stone by means of steel pens or camel's hair 
pencils.

It requires a good deal of skill in an artist to 
make a fine drawing on stone. The subject may 
be traced on the stone- with red chalk or a_lead 
pencil, but it must be done very lightly. When 
drawing, the artist must vary the pressure of the 
hand according to the tint which he wishes to 
obtain ; or he may obtain any ation of tints 
by varying the thickness of the lines or the dis- 
tance at ‘hich they are placed from each other.

W hen a drawing is finished, it is carried to the 
priater, who pours upon the stone diluted nitric 
acid, which produces a chemical change upon 
its surface, and discharges the alkali of the soap 
which enters into the composition of the crayon 
and ink. This process is called etching. 

The stone is then covered with a solution of 
gum arabic, which fills up the pores, and prevents 
the ink from spreading. 

Previous to printing, the stone is wet with 
water, which is abearlied by every part of it ex- 
cept that which has been touched by the composi- 
tion, for grease will not unite with water, while 
all calcareous stones possess property of 
imbibing fluids, except they be protected by oily 
a, Pe on ih 

roller is now rged with printing ink, 
and being made to pass over the stone, the ink 
readly to the greasy lines of the drawing, 
but does not to those parts covered with water.— 
The impressions are obtained in the same way 
as those from engravings.—After each impres- 
sion, it is necessary to wet the stone and apply 
the roller charged with ink.

The number of ions which can be 
taken from one lithographic drawing, when exe- 
cuted with the crayon, may vary Re 500 to 
1500, according to the fineness of the tints. 

The art of lithography possesses many advan- 
tages over that of engraving. An engraving 
must be a copy, but a drawing on stone ma 
receive many fine touches from the hand a 
skill of the artist. An impression from a copper 
platecan be transferred to stone by pressure, 
and then be printed in the same manner as if it 
had been originally drawn an stone. pro- 
cess of transferring an engraving to sione is ex- 
tremely simple. “rhe engraving most be laid 
with its surface upoa water, until it becomes 
the hly wet, when it is taken and applied to 
the pr oye ~ he stone, which has been pre- 
pared in the usual manner An equal pressure 
ts now made by means of a roller, till the ink 
leaves the paper and adheres to the stone. 

The cheapness of lithogra prints brings 
them within the reach of all classes of society, 
and the works of authors which require embel- 
lishment,are by this art reduced in price.

Curious particutars or Dar. Jonnson’s 
MARRIAGE.— artless manners, and rustic 
prettiness of Lucy Porter, had won Johnson's 
youthful heart when she was on a visit at the Rev. 
John Hunter's, Master of the Free School, Litch- 
field, in Johnson's youthful days. The peculiar 
appearance, however, of Johnson, could not 
tempt the lady to a return of his passion; and at 
length she returned to her parents at Birming- 
ham. Business requiring Johnson's PCE In 
that neighborhood on the death of his father, aud 
calling upon his former mistress there, he found 
her parent dying. With that affectionate friend- 
ship which particular situations always exper- 

from him, he passed all his leisure hours 
at Mr. Porter's, attending his sick bed, and a few 
months after his death, asked Mrs. Johnson's 
consent to his marriage with the widow. 

Mrs. Porter has been represented as very fat, 
with a red face, and indifferent features, and in 
her speech and manners affected, and bordering 
_— levity; while Johnson,on his first in- 
troduction to ber, exhibited an appearance yet 
more singular. He was then lean and lank, so 
that his immense structure of bones, was hid- 
eously reey Oy the eye, while the sears oc- 
casioned b scrofula, were deeply visible. 
His hair, which was straight and stiff, he wore 
separated behind; and he often had, seemingly, 
convulsive starts, and odd gesticulations, which 
te to excite at once surprise and ridicule. 
Mrs. Porter, however, was so much engaged by 
his conversation, that she overlooked all these 
external disadvantages, and expressed to her 
daughter “ this is the most consible man that I 
ever saw in my life.”

John M'Lean was born in Somerset County, 
in the State of New Jersey, on the 11th of March, 
1785. During his childhood, his father moved to 
the vicinity of Lexington, in Kentucky, where 

| be remained uati he purchased a tract of land in 
the Miarni country, which he first occupied in 
1797. He continues to reside on the same farm, 
now brought by the progress of improvement 
{within the limits of the State of Ohio. The re- 
stricted pecuniary means of Mr. M‘Lean, pre- 
vented him from conferring on his sons the ad- 
vantages of a ciassical education, even if there 
|had been seminaries for upparting such instruc- 
| tion in those distant settlements. His sons could 
partake only of the inferior education to be de- 
jwived from the common sc’ im the country. 
In these schools, John M' Lean, the subject of 
this notice distinguished himself from the earliest 
period of his career. He always occupied the 
first place in tus class, and as a pupil, was noticed 
for the firmness of purpose which has so stroag- 
ly marked his subsequent life. 

He continued vn his father’s farm, eugaged in 
the honorable and invi ting labors of an hins- 
baniman, until 102. eatine desirous of en- 
larging the stures of his kaowledge, he left his 
farm and his father’s house, and commeneed the 
study of the Latin language, and other branches 
of liberal learning, under the care of two geutle- 
men in the neaghborhood, well qualified w super- 
intend his education, 

la 1604, he entered the office of General Cane, 
the clerk of the courts in Cincinnati. During 
three years, he here availed humseli of every op- 
portunity of unproverment. Io this office he be- 
gan the study of the law, under the care of Ar- 
thur St. Clair, son of the unfortunate Genera! of 
the same pame, and a gentleman of enuucnt !e- 
gal attainments. Aware that the means of ac- 
qurng knowledge had been restricted in the 
frst part of his lite, young M*Lean now resolved 
to achieve all that untiring diligence could ac- 
complish, to place himself on an equality 10 point 
ot intormation, with those who had possessed ad- 
}Vantages supenor to his own. His mental ap- 
pheation was severe and upmtermitied. That 
no tune might be lost, he limted his hours of sleep 
and relaxation to the smaliest demands of nature. 
His assiduity was well rewarded. In 1807, he 
commenced the practice of the law. At that 
time there were several gentleman at the var, of 

onsiderable distinction. Mr. M* Lean sooa gain- 
ed an established reputation, and with it extea- 
sive business, which he maintained amidst pow- 
erful competition. By the efforts of his own un- 
assisted powers, he soon rose to public potoriety 
and usefulness. 

in Ish2, at the a®e of twenty-seven years, he 
was selected as a candidate for Congress, in the 
j district in which he resided, and which included 
Cincinnati. He was elected by more than dou- 
ble the purnber of votes given to two other citi- 
zeus who were supported against him. He touk 
hus seat in Congress in the summer session suc- 
ceeding the declaration of war. It was an era 
uf deep interest, demamling great wedom and 
energy wm the conduct of public affairs. A sys- 
tem of revenue was adopted, and varwus other 
subjects of great moment were acted upon.

| Commendable concern is manifested by the 
New York editors for the safety of the firemen 
of that city, whose arduous duties, at this crisis,

disease and death. At several late fires, the

,nine or ten, so that the exertion necessarily de- 
| volving upon those, wus entirely too severe. The 
|lives of several were sacrificed to their zeal.— 
| Efforts are now being made to induce Councils 
to provide horses for conveying engines to and 
from fires, so that during the prevalence of the 
epidernic, the laborious duties of the firemen 
may be lightened. 

Dr. Hoffman in a letter to the chief engineer 
of the Fire Department, in answer to one ask- 
ing his advice upon the subject, says— 

“There can be no doubt that the performance 
of the duty of Firemen, especially at night, ex- 


noses them ina greater degree to an attac k of |

the prevailing disease; still, by observing the 
following precautions, that duty may be done 
with comparatively little exposure of ‘health. 
“Let each fireman turn out clad in wiater 
clothes; should be get wet, let him keep in mo- 
tron, until he shall have returned home—then 
strip himself, aad go to bed—cover himself com- 
fortably—abstain from taking any more than a 
litthe warm gruel or barley water—and rest in 
bed during the following day. 

During their exertions at the fire, the thirst 
may be allayed by drinking warm tea—and par- 
ticular caution should be taken when much fa- 
tigued by labor and want of sleep, to abstain 
from drinking ardent spirits and eating a hearty 
meal. Abstinence and rest will be found the 
great preservatives, with care to avoid being 
chilled.’ 

Since the above was in type, we perceive that 
the Board of Aldermen of New York have 
passed an ordinance directing horses to be em- 
ployed for conveying engines to fires. This is a 
creditable measure.
